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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 56, 57 and 70-73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Iwata et al. (U.S. 5,846,695). 

Iwata et al. teach a cleaning composition consisting essentially of choline 
hydroxide compound; 0.1 to 4 percent by weight of hydroxylamine; and water (column 

3. line 1 8 - column 4, line 31 ). 

Iwata et al. fail to teach wherein the hydroxylamine percent is from about 2 to 
about 12 percent by weight. However, in the case where the claimed ranges "overlap or 
lie inside ranges disclosed by the prior art" a prima facie case of obviousness exists. 
MPEP 2144.05. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to use the concentration range disclosed in Iwata et 
al. to arrive at the claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 46-55 and 58-69 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fails to teach from a cleaning composition having an 
organic solvent selected from the group consisting of dimethyl sulfoxide, ethylene 
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glycol, ethylene glycol alkyl ether, diethylene glycol alkyl ether, triethylene glycol alkyl 
ether, propylene glycol, propylene glycol alkyl ether, N-substituted pyrrolidone, ethylene 
diamine and ethylene triamine. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 04/25/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicants arguments, the term "consisting essentially limits the 
scope of a claim to the specified materials or steps "and those that do not materially 
affect the basic and novel characteristic(s)" of the claimed invention". MPEP 21 1 1 .03 
[R-2]. Taking this into consideration, there is no indication in the in the instant 
specification or claims that the inclusion of sugar or sugar alcohols alter the basic and 
novel characteristics of the invention and furthermore, the rejection is not based on the 
obviousness of excluding sugar or sugar alcohols of Iwata et al.
